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New Orleans, August 29.—The most im- 
portant development of the yeliow fever 
situation today was the report of Dr. C., 
Milo Brady, who had been sent by the 
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state board of health on a tour of in- | 


spection of the bayous and lakes in Jef- 
ferson parish, where there are many set- 
tlements of fishermen in constant com- 
munication with New Orleans. Doctors 
are seldom accessible to these fisher- 
men and it was apprehended that sickness 
and distress existed among them. Dr. 
Brady made the trip with Dr. Shanley, of 
North Dakota, in a launch loaned by 
‘the latter. Without completing their 
investigation they turned up 35 cases of 
yellow fever, learned that deaths had oc- 
curred and found much suffering. 

Relief Party Organized. 

The patients suffering with the disease 
are principally Portugese and Spaniards, 
but there are many Itallans, Chinamen 
and Manilamen living in the section there, 
which the fever may spread to if it is 
not taken hold of immediately. The doc- 
tors patiently investigated the history of 
every case that came under their observa- 
tion and found that in every instance the 
disease was traceable to the French mar- 
ket section of New Orleans. The sick 
were without medicines, the appearance 
of the fever forcing many of them to 
abandon their trips to the city. 

After Dr. Brady had made his report 
the state board decided to organize im- 
mediately a relief party consisting of a 
physician and three nurses and these wil] 
be carried down Bayou Barataria in Mr. 
Shanley’s jaunch, A large supply of medi- 
cines and provisions wil] also be for- 
warded and the state board will keep in 
constant touch with the situation in the 
effort to contro] the sickness. All these 
cases are in -Jefferson parish and add 
materially to the number which have 
developed there since the fever was in- 
troduced into New Orleans, 

The local situation continues to be of 
the most hopeful character and the confi- 
dence of the federal authorities is grow- 
ing that the disease will have practi- 
cally disappeared before frost. The 
earliest recorded frost here occurred in 
the second half of October, but the aver- 
age appearance igs between the middile 
of November and December. The ex- 
cellence of the-treatment which the bulk 
of the patients received has resulted in 
keeping the number of cases daily under 
treatment down to comparatively low 
figures. On August 18 there were esti- 
mated to be 459 cases under treatment, 
but since then there has been a steady 
dimunution until] today there were only 
181 sick, 74 1-2 per cent of the total of 
1,788 cases having been discharged as 
cured or convalescent. The fact that the 
number of cases now being reported is 
fewer than they were expected to be ig 
necessarily lessening the number under 
treatment. and thereby making it less 
difficult for the authorities to’ control 
the situation. |

state health officer, has issued

three Greeks with symptoms of 
yellow fever have been found in Pen- 
sacola. The cases. were discovered by 
Dr. Warren E. Anderson, an agent here 
of the state board of health, and Dr. 
Porter confirms Dr. Anderson's diag- 
nosis of the cases. 

It is not known how these men took 
the disease, it asserted by those 
who are supposed to know that neither 
of them has been out of the city for 
two months or more. Very little can 
be learned from them; as they speak 
English poorly and are reticent. It has 
been ascertained, however, that one of 
them was taken sick last Thursday and 
the other two last Friday. They are 
now all up and walking about. Their 
attacks were mild.

Jarman is said to have been an expert 
in the cotton buying business. He was 
paid a iarge salary by Mr. Turner for 
his. services. 

The report that four physicians at- 
tended Jarman during his two days’ Iill- 
ness is declared to be a mistake. When 
found in his room in an unconscious con- 
dition Sunday morning at 8 o'clock by 
his driver, whom he had instructed to 
call him at that hour, Dr. N. Z. Ander- 
son, the family physician, was summoned. 
Dr. Anderson found his patient in a crit- 
ical condition, his skin cold and clammy 
and his pulse very weak. Failing in an 
effort to arouse him, he called in Dr. 
A. C. Perry and Dr. W. D. Travis for 
consultation. The result of their diagno- 
sis has not beefi made public. Later in 
the day Doctors W. B. Yancey and J. 
T. Gibson, as friends of the family, 
called to see Jarman. It is learned that 
they had widely divergent views as to 
the cause of Jarman’s mysterious illness 
and subsequent death. 

Wife Was in Atlanta. 

Mrs. P. B Jarman, who was formerly 
Miss Pauline Weaver, of this city, having 
been married to Mr. Jarman less than 
four months ago, left her home Thurs- 
day of last week to visit her sister, Mrs. 
J. T. Corley, tn Atlanta. The following 
day after his wife's departure, it is stated 
that Jarman became ill and complained 
of pains in his stomach, which prevented 
him from sleeping Friday night. Dur- 
ing his wife's absence Jarman took his 
meals with Mr. Turner, and spent the 
nights at his home, where he roomed 
with Captain Virgil Boyd, a Georgia 
railroad conductor. Saturday night, af- 
ter taking supper with Mr. Turner, Jar- 
man went to his room and retired, in 
the meantime giving instruction to Be 
called at 8 o’clock the next morning. 
That Jarman took an overdose of a 
drug to induce sleep, is a possible solu- 
tion offered by some as to the cause of 
the strange death. It is Stated that 
several] physicians, who were not in any 
way connected with the case, are inclined 
to this belief. 

Rumored Attempt at Drowning. 
The report that Jarman attempted to 
take his life by drowning at Tybee on 
August 5th, is discredited by his brother, 
L. W. Jarman, and several friends, who 
were with him at the time of the oc- 
currence. They admit that Jarman nar- 
rowly missed drowning while in the surf 
at Tybee on the date mentioned, but 
declare that ne had rescued himself be- 
fore the life saver appeared on the scene.

WOMAN DENIES 
PART IN CRIME 


Mrs, Lee Talks of Husband's 
Death, . 


the Little Things 


Widow of John Lee, Charged With 
Aiding in Murder, in Jail at 
Spring Place, Relates Her 
Story for The Con- 

. stitution. 


Spring Place, Ga., August 29.—(Special) 
Sheriff Graves arrived late last night 
from Chattanooga with Mrs. John Lee, 
charged with complicity in the murder 
of her husband in this county last spring. 

In.an interview immediately after ar- 
riving she talks freely and denies in toto 
any connection with or knowledge of the 
crime, 

“My husband was not jealous of me, as 
has been stated, but we got along to- 
gether very well. 

“That evening he wanted me to make 
him some cakes and I said there was 
no wood and it was raining. He went out 
|and brought some old pieces of wood and 
I made the cakes. 

“We had two boarders, and all of us 
slept in the same room. The children 
s¥Yept with me, and my husband with Mr. 
Hicks. 


Lee Was in Bad Humor. 

“My husband was very fractious and 
he was not in a good humor after sup- 
per and walked off. We al] went to bed 
and along in the night my 6-months-old 
baby got to fretting and woke me. I 
looked over in the other beds and did 
not see my husband. 

“T then asked Mr. Hicks if John had 
come. He raised up and said he could 
not see him if he had. He said he would 
make a light. He got up and made a 
light and I got up to get the baby some- 
thing to eat. We could not find my hus- 
band and I told Mr. Hicks he must go 
hunt him and he went off up to Tom 
Bundy'’s and they went to the saw mill 
and found John hanging there in the 
Shed. He was dead when they got there.” 

When interrogated about the mud mill 
framing where Lee was hanging she 
replied that it was a very muddy place 
and that Lee got mud all over his feet 


while getting wood to cook the supper. 
It was a fact in evidence that there was 
no mud on Lee's shoes when examined 
at the inquest. 


Quarter of Mile to Mill. 

“They said I helped (Mr. Hicks carry 
my husband to the saw mill in a quilt. 
Why, it is a long quarter of a mile from 
the house to that mill and I could not 
have done that to save my life. I was 
weaning my baby and was so sick and 
weak I could scarcely do my work about 
the house. 

“They have got my lIittle girl up to 
Swear these things on me. She is just a 
child and can be persuaded to tell any- 
thing they want her to. 

““All of my folks are poor, but I have 
some friends who will help me out of 
this and make my bond.’’ 

Mrs. Lee talks freely and without any 
apparent emotion. She appeared to be 
much amused at the statements made 


| by the prosecution. She is a very plain 


looking woman, seemingly about 30 
years of age and is very ignorant. In all 
probability she will be unable to make 
bond should an application for ball be 
made and granted.

FAIR WEATHER 
TO END MONTH 


The Earliest Killing Frost in 
This Section Was 
October 4. 


Unless weather conditions change [o- 
morrow the month of August will. prob- 
ably fade away with a smile on its face 
for Weather Observer Marbury, in his 
forecast issued yesterday, predicted fair 
and somewhat warmer weather for today. 
The forecast read: 

“For Atlanta and vicinity—Fair and 
warmer tonight and Wednesday.”’ 


forecast. yesterday Observer Marbury 


also issued an annual August statement 
of records for the month of September. 

The records show that the mean or :)or- 
mal temperature in September for th3 
past twenty-six years has been 72 de- 
grees, the warmest September occurring 
in 1895, when the average was 76 de- 
grees, and the coolest in 1879, when the 
average was 69 degrees. The highest tem- 
perature recorded for any September day 
was on the (8th of the month in 
1897, when the thermometer registered 
97 degrees; the lowest recorded temper- 
atur being 43 on September 30, 1899. 

The average precipitation for the month 
has been 3.55 Inches, and the greatest 
prectpitation redorded for the moith 
was in 1888, when 14.2€ inches of rain 
fell. The least precipitation for any Sep- 
tember in the past 26 years was in 1884, 
when oly .08 inches fell. Snow has 
never fallen in thig section in September 
so far as the records show. 

The report states further that the «ar- 
liest date on which a killing frost oc2ur- 
red in this section was on October 4, anj 
the average date for this phenomenon 
is on November 7. The average date for 
the last killing frost of spring is March 
24 and the latest recorded date is April
